An  easy  way  to  keep  the  .^()hlti()^  troiii  becoming  settled  whik' 
sprayini;  i>  l,,  insert  the  spray  iio/zk-  in  the  tul)  or  iunrei  eontainint; 
.same  and  upcialint^  ihr  pump  uhieh  will  tiioroui^ddv  ditVuse  the 
r:ii\ture. 

Al'l'I.Ks.  'lo  di'.Mrov  the  eodiiiig  moth,  canker  worm  and 
apple  curculio,  use  one  jHumd  of  London  ^'urple  to  \UO  \^^\\n\v.^  of 
water.  Spray  the  trees  .>oon  after  the  blossoms  fall,  when  the 
apples  are  the  size  of  a  ])ea.  If  the  i)est  results  are  to  be  obtained, 
.1  .second  application  shouUl  be  made  in  a  week  or  ten  days  after 
the  first.  I'he  .second  application  is  made  nece^>ary  if  the  fir.vt  i.s 
followed  in  a  few  days  by  a  heavy  rain.
